After the promoters had failed to 
finance this proposition through Kuhn, 
Loeb A Co., ot New York, the plan 
was changed to provide for a capitan 
gallon of $525,000,000, but the cond! 
lion ol the money market made it im­ 
possible 
to 
finance 
the 
modified 
merger. 
Mr. Vender testified that E. H Har 
iimam Jam es Stillman and other New 
r ork financiers were to have furnish­ 
ed the capital, aud the amount they 
were to receive as compeu ation wa* 
$10,000,OOO. 
Tire story of th** two proposed merg­ 
ers was told chiefly by the reading of 
contracts and agreements, entere d Into 
by interested parties, to th© jury by 
'oun-el for the government, who then 
offered the documents in evidence 
The late Gustavus F. Swift was to 
have been president of the merger. 
Edward Morris and Michael Cudahy 
were to have been vice presidents, and 
J Ogden Armour, chairman of the ex­ 
ult I vt* and finance committee*.
